You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Bristol  on  Tuesday,  the  Eighth  (8th)  day  of  March, 
next  at  1  :00  in  the  afternoon,  to  elect  all  necessary  town 
officers  under  article  1.  Polls  to  close  at  6  :C0  p.m. 
Business  meeting"  for  action  on  all  other  articles  will 
start  at  8:00  p.m. 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise 
for  the  maintenance  of  Highways  and  Bridges  for  the 
year  ensuing  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  ask  for  Town  Road  Aid.

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  Forty-two  Hundred  Dollars  ($4,200.00) 
to  establish,  maintain  and  conduct  a  system  of  public 
recreation,  and  in  connection  therewith,  to  equip  and 
pperate  the  Community  Center  Building,  and  to  prepare, 
equip  and  maintain  our  public  playground  ;  and  to  employ 
a  play  leader,  playground  instructor  or  supervisor  in 
connection  with  such  system  of  public  recreation  rind  t<>

To  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Bristol: 

Your  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  wish  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  summarize  the  activities  of  your 
Village  Fire  Precinct  and  Fire  Company  over  the  past 
three  years. 

During  this  period,  the  Fire  Station  exterior  has 
been  painted,  including  the  roof.  The  interior  of  the 
building  completely  redecorated,  including  installation  of 
new  Fluorescent  lighting.  The  building  had  been  in  need 
of  this  work  for  many  years.  In  1939.  a  parcel  of  land,  lo- 
cated at  the  rear  of  the  Fire  Station,  was  purchased  by 
the  Fire  Company  and  given  to  the  Precinct  with  the 
thought  in  mind  of  future  expansion.  This  past  year,  a 
building  measuring  22  feet  by  28  feet  was  erected  on  this 
site.  The  work  on  this  building  was  supervised  by 
Lewis  M.  Keezer.  For  his  services,  we  are  very  grate- 
ful, for  Mr.  Keezer  ma.de  no  charge  whatever. 

While  the  buildng  was  being  erected,  work  was  star- 
ted on  the  Reo  Fire  Truck  in  converting  it  to  a  509  Gal- 
lon Tank  Truck,  also  retaining  its  350  GPM  pumping  ca- 
pacity. The  work  on  the  Reo  has  been  completed  and  the 
truck  is  ready  for  any  emergency.  Considerable  savings 
were  realized  through  the  endless  hours  of  labor  donated 
by  the  Firemen.  The  expense  of  all  these  improvements 
have  been  borne  by  the  members  of  your  Fire  Depart 
ment  from  funds  raised  by  them  during  previous  years. 
This  whole  operation  represents  a  saving  to  you.  the 
taxpayer  of  Bristol,  of  approximately  $4,500.00.  the 
imount  that  would  have  had  to  be  raised  by  treneral  tax- 
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ation  to  do  this  work.  Looking  ahead,  your  Fire  Com- 
pany has  made  tentative  plans  to  install  new  overhead 
doors  in  the  Fire  Station. 

Through  the  foresight  and  generosity  of  the  voters 
of  Bristol,  a  750  GPM  Seagrave  Fire  Pumper  was  de- 
livered on  September  30,  1954.  Considerable  work  was 
involved  in  drawing  up  specifications  suitable  to  the 
needs  of  Bristol.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that  you  now 
have  the  best  in  Fire  Fighting  Equipment,  ready  for  any 
emergency  that  may  arise.  Your  Fire  Company  is  very 
grateful  to  the  people  of  Bristol,  for  furnishing  this  i\ne 
equipment,   and   wish   to   extend    their    heartfelt   thanks. 

We  have  been  very  fortunate  this  past  year  in  having 
no  serious  fires  to  report.  All  calls  for  fires  were  silent 
alarms  and  involved  no  large  damage.  The  credit  for 
this  should  go  to  you,  the  people,  lor  outstanding  fire 
prevention  practices.

X.H.  Laws  Chapter  135,  paragraph  43.  "The  school 
boards  of  the  several  districts  forming  a  supervisory 
union  shall  meet  between  April  first  and  June  first  in 
each  year  at  a  time  and  place  fixed  by  the  chairmen  of 
the  several  boards,  and  organize  by  choosing  a  chairman, 
a  secretary  and  a  treasurer.  They  shall,  when  necessary, 
n  miinate  a  superintendent  or  superintendents,  fix  the 
salary  or  salaries,  and  apportion  the  same  among  the 
several  districts  and  certify  the  apportionment  to  their 
respective  treasurers  and  to  the  state  board  of  education." 

Chapter  135.  paragraph  47.  "At  a  meeting  held  be- 
fore January  first  of  each  year  the  supervisory  union 
board  shall  adopt  a  budget  required  for  the  expenses  of 
the  supervisory  union  for  the  next  fiscal  year,  which 
budget  may  include  the  salary  and  expenses  of  super- 
visors of  health,  physical  education,  music,  art  and  gui- 
dance, and  any  other  employees,  and  expenses  necessary 

for  the  operation  of  the  supervisory  union The  basis 

for  apportionment  shall  be  one-half  on  the  average  mem- 
bership of  the  previous  school  year  and  one-half  on  the 
:a.-t  adjusted   (Ch.   157,   1951)    valuation  of  the  district."

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SUPERINTENDENT'S    REPORT 


We  quite  often  see  articles  in  newspapers  and  maga- 
zines written  by  nationally  syndicated  columnists  "pan- 
ning" education  and  "telling"  educators  what  ought  to  be 
done.  Simply  because  one  becomes  an  authority  in  the 
field  of  politics,  foreign  affairs,  farm  subsidies,  or  even 
football,  does  not  qualify  one  as  an  expert  in  all  things. 
The  expert  on  what  can  be  done  in  an  ungraded  rural 
school  is  to  be  found  in  an  ungraded  rural  school ;  the 
expert  on  what  can  be  done  in  a  small  high  school  is  to 
be  found  in  the  small  high  school.  These  columnist  ex- 
perts are  unacquainted  with  the  "educational  facts  of 
life "  and  will  remain  so  until  such  time  as  they  actually 
spend  a  year,  more  or  less,  in  an  actual  situation  teaching 
the  pupils  themselves.  Of  course  they  can  not  afford  to 
do  this  and  a  quick,  superficial  survey  plus  a  few  inter- 
views and  a  posed  picture  or  two  must  be  the  basis  of 
material  for  an  expression  of  opinion.  Unfortunate  it  is 
that  their  opinions  are  so  widely  read,  and  believed.  Now 
all  of  us  in  the  educational  held  can  improve  our  work 
and  have  the  potential  of  always  doing  a  better  job. 
Much  remains  to  be  discovered  and  learned  in  the  field  of 
human  conduct,  but  for  a  college  president  or  a  noted 
columnist  to  write  that  all  pupils  in  high  school  should 
have  a  couple  of  years  of  Latin,  or  three  years  of  college 
preparatory  mathematics  is  too  absurd  to  merit  additional 
space.  Our  pupils  must  be  taught  to  read  current  publi- 
cations with  the  proverbial  grain  of  salt.  Freedom  of  the 
press  is  not  license,  and  carries  on  its  shoulders  the 
greatest  of  responsibilities. 

Once  again  we  enter  a  legislative  year  with  political 
leaders  of  both  parties  pledged  to  no  new  sources  of  tax 
revenue  which  simply  means  that  the  local  property  tax 
will  continue  to  bear  the  major  part  of  increased  costs  of 
educating  our   children.      Even    granting   the   possibility 
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of  a  stable  economy,  costs  of  education  will  increase 
where:  1)  There  are  significant  increases  in  the  school 
population  ;  2)  There  is  need  of  extensive  remodeling  or 
new  buildings;  3)  Where  new  educational  offerings  be- 
come necessary ;  4)  Where  there  is  competition  for  tea- 
chers. There  is  an  old,  and  elementary,  law  to  be  found 
in  any  high  school  economics  text  book  that  where  there 
is  a  limited  supply  and  an  increasing  demand  for  a  com- 
modity the  price  will  increase.  Numerically  there  will 
be  a  shortage  of  teachers  for  many  years  ahead ;  qualita- 
tively speaking  there  is  always  a  shortage.  Teachers 
have  the  benefit  now  of  being  in  the  driver's  seat  of  a 
"selling  market".  Until  such  time  as  state  aid  becomes 
available  in  sufficient  quantity  to  absorb  these  increasing 
costs  the  local  property  owner  will  pay  the  bill.  Only 
when  this  condition  has  been  met  will  state  aid,  in  still 
larger  quantities,  be  of  any  great  value  in  lessening  the 
burden  on  the  property  owner.  If  you,  as  a  property 
owner,  are  willing  to  absorb  these  costs  there  is.  and  will 
be,  no  need  of  new  taxes  ;  if  you  really  want  tax  relief 
new  sources  of  revenue  are  necessary,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  writer.  To  say  that  it  doesn't  make  an}'  difference 
because  the  consumer  pays  the  bill  anyway  is  to  overlook 
the  fact  that  different  people  consume  different  thing's, 
and  all  consumers  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  do  not 
live  here  "the  year  round"  nor  do  they  all  own  property  ! 
There  are  several  towns  in  this  union  which  could  well 
use  several  times  the  aid  now  being  received.  Other 
towns  can  not  have  modern  buildings  until  special  build- 
ing aid  is  allocated  from  a  higher  level,  either  state  or 
federal.  WThat  do  you  want  for  your  children?  Are  you 
willing  to  "pay  the  freight"  on  present  tax  basis?  These 
are  the  vital  questions.  The  squeaky  wheel  gets  the 
grease.     Legislators  have  sensitive  ears ! 

Although  estimated  tuition  receipts  for  1955-56 
show  an  increase  a  word  of  caution  should  be  made  at 
this  time.     There  are  25  tuition  pupils  in  the  present  ju- 
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nior  class  who  will  graduate  in  1956.  This  is  an  unusual- 
ly large  number  for  a  single  grade  and  nothing  like  it  is 
expected  in  the  freshman  class  of  the  fall  of  1956.  It  is, 
therefore,  reasonable  to  expect  that  tuition  receipts  for 
1956-57  will  be  less  than  that  of  the  preceding  year  of 
1955-56. 

The  Bristol  Lions'  Club  has  been  very  generous  in 
adding  playground  equipment  for  the  lower  grade  pupils 
which  is  getting  extensive  use.  We  are  very  grateful  for 
these  gifts  and  wish  to  publicly  acknowledge  the  same 
at  this  time. 

For  the  first  time  adult  classes  were  held  at  the  Me- 
morial High  School.  Courses  were  offered  in  mathema- 
tics, typing,  woodworking,  clothing,  and  stenography. 
Fifty-nine  started  these  courses  and  49  completed  the  10 
week  stretch.  The  biggest  enrollments  were  in  typing 
and  clothing  with  16  each.  This  first  year  experiment 
seemed  to  work  well  and  can  be  repeated  in  these  and 
other  courses  when  the  demand  is  enough  to  guarantee 
expenses. 

It  is  my  understanding  that  the  Franklin  teachers 
ire  trying  to  obtain  a  minimum  salary  of  $3,072.  The 
Bristol  schedule  provides  for  $2,450  which  is  about  $400 
lower  than  the  average  beginning  salary  of  Plymouth 
graduates.  Obviously  the  day  may  come  when  this 
minimum  will  need  to  be  revised  upward;  it  is  difficult 
to  raise  the  floor  without  affecting  the  ceiling  too.  A 
comparison  of  our  schedule  with  those  schools  which  are 
members  of  the  New  England  School  Development 
Council  for  the  year  1953  shows  that  we  are  on  solid 
ground. 

The  success  of  our  graduates  in  post-secondary 
schools  and  colleges  is  a  source  of  continued  satisfaction. 
Parents  of  those  pupils  desiring  to  continue  education 
lfter  high  school  are  urged  to  contact  the  principal  and 
lis  staff  early  (at  the  end  of  the  8th  grade  is  a  good  time) 
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to  learn  the  requirements  of  a  particular  college  or  school, 

and  secondly,  to  have  an  early  appraisal  of  the  student 
himself.  Competition  t<>  enter  those  colleges  which  have 
the  more  selective  systems  of  admission  is  extremely 
ceen,  and  will  he  more  so.  These  colleges  need  take  only 
those  of  proven  high  school  accomplishment.  Pupils  with 
an  average  of  less  than  90  are  competing  for  admission 
with  those  of  averages  closer  to  95.  It  doesn't  do  much 
good  for  a  pupil  to  think  he  can  average  95  when  colleges 
have  their  choices  of  those  who  have  already  achieved 
these  grades. 

Educational  Testing  Service  of  Princeton,  X.J..  in 
pharge  of  College  Entrance  Examinations,  states  that  the 
)est  single  means  of  predicting  success  in  college  is  the 
high  school  record  coupled  with  the  principal's  recom- 
mendation. There  is  some  evidence  pointing  to  the 
scores  achieved  in  the  mathematics  section  of  the  Col- 
lege entrance  examinations  as  possibly  heing  hetter  in 
predicting  college  success  ;  high  scores  are  rare.  One  has 
only  to  watch  students  "sweat  out"  the  math  sections  of 
these  exams  to  helieve  that  there  is  much  merit  in  this 
latest  evidence ! 

The  fact  remains  that  most  graduates  do  not  attend 
;ollege  and  any  puhlic  school  system  must  face  the  prob- 
lem, and  solve  it.  of  preparing  for  college  while  at  the 
Fame  time  educating  all  the  pupils  of  all  the  people  for 
Riccessful  living  in  an  era,  the  demands  of  which  are 
mknown.  This  is  no  easv  task.  Schools  which  can  be 
selective  in  their  admissions  do  not  face  this  problem  to 
such  an  extent.
